Statement Is Challenged in 
House by Representative 
From Tennessee. 


Washington, February 17.—Chair- 
man Graham, of the war investigat- 
ing committee, was challenwxed ip 
the house today for proof of his 
recent assertion that behind a 
“smoke screen” created by testi- 
mony of Cifarles G. Dawes, “there 
are thieves and grafters going un- 
whipped of justice.” 

“tT challenge that statement and 
demand proof.” said Representative | 
Garrett, democrat, Tennessee, 4a 
member of the Graham committee. 
“No man in his (Mr. Graham’s) po- 
sition has a right to make such a 
statement without’ having the proof. 
It was calculated to create a spirit 
of unrest, to destroy confidence of 
the people in the country. 

“The committee, after a year and 
a half of investigation, with ex- 
perts and lawyers and the whole 
treasury at its disposal, has not yet 
been able to come to congress and 
point to a single individual with 
a demand for his prosecution.” .said 
Mr. Garrett. “No general statement 
of that sort ought to be made un- 
less the record justifies it, and. ip 
my opinion, the record does not jus- 
tify 3.° | 

Sympathy for Graham. 

Mr. Garrett said the reference by 
Mr. Graham to Mr. Dawes as one 
high in the ire sept the demo- 
cratic administration as news to 
him, adding that he had heard Mr 
Dawes had been considered as a 
Harding cabinet possibility. 

“In these later days Chairman 
Graham has my sympathy, because 
he was put there to create cam- 
paign material. Now, after the elec- 
tion is ever, he is subject to the 
condemnation of his party, to kicks 
from such men as Dawes and from 


the republican press. 


“T don’t blame Genera] Dawes for 
his fiery language. I can imagine 
his indignation. The views of the 
minority aitd Dawes are alike ex- 
cept that the géneral used language 
which parllamentary custom does 
not permit us to use and in so do- 
ing he reached the country through 
thie press that did not seem to want 
our Side. A terrible oath carries 
far.” | 

Graham Replies. 

Mr. Graham, replying,- declared 
republican members of the commit- 
tee had the undivided opposition 
of the democratic committee mem- 
bers throughout the investigation. 

“From beginning to end, wherever 
we pointed the finger of suspicion, 
at any one, you defended him,” 
he said. “Not a single democrat on 
the committee was ever willing to 
condemn any one connected with 
the administration.” 

Mr. Graham said opposition also 
came from the republicans when- 
ever the committee started to tread 
on the toes of a constituent of some 
republican representative.

Lease Price Withheld. 

The building at~82-86 North Pryor 
street was leased through the Cal- 
houn Real Estate agency from the 
Whitehead estate, and w&s taken 
for a number of years.

Battle bors Lite 


Hope ‘Now Held Out, as Doc- 
tors Marvel at Tenor’s 
Virility. — 


_New York, February 17.—Fighting 
for life with all the mental gnd 
physicaf power of his superb con- 
stitution, Enrico Caruso, world-fa- 
mous dramatic tenor, remained con- 
scious and cheerful today while 
music lovers the world over hoped 
and prayed that death might not yet 
hush forever the golden voice. 

It seemed tonight, forty-eight 
hours after Caruso began waging 
battle against a severe heart attack 
following pleurisy. that he would 
be victorious. Attendmg phys! 
cians announced improvement in his 
temperature and pulse‘ beat and 
said his mind was becoming clearer. 

All the aid that medical science 
can offer the stricken singer was 
tendered at his bedside today. Oxy- 
gen was administered frequently 
and five physicians watched over 
the tenor, one and two at a time. 
His wife never left his side. There 
she has maintained a sleepless vizil 
for two days and two nights. Ca-| 
ruso’s baby girl and his 17-year-old 
boy visited the sickroom during the 
day. 

It was mostly his virile stamina 
and his determination not to die, the 
doctors thought, that enabled the 
great tenor to carry on his fight 
and seemingly to begin improving. 

From every land and every sea 
where the wireless flashed, came 
messages of hope and cheer to his 
hoted suite, princes and paupers 
alike voiced their hopes for his re- 
covery. Royalty of Europe wished 
him well-and street sweepers of New 
York stopped: their work outside the 
hotel to inquire at the door for word 
of his/condition. 

From the white house came a 
telegram and message over long 
distance telephone. The king of 
Italy sent his expressions by the 
Italian ambassador, who visited the 
sickroom, and the Brotherhood of 
Music Lovers—which knows neither 
border nor birth—sent its inquiries 
from everywhere. - 

Caruso was fully conscious of the | 
severity of his illness and his near- 
ness to dédth. He reaffirmed his 


determination not té give-in, and 
told Ambassador Ricci that he wish- 
ed to die in the land where his voice 
was born and nurtured—Sunny 


Italy.’

Washington, February 17.— 
Hoots, catealls and the word “liar” 
were shouted on the floor of the 
house today in the stormiest ses- 
sion in vears. The uproar started 
when Representative Sumner, of 
Texas, having left a sick bed, ap- 
peared in the house and, supported 
by most members of his own state 
delegation, launched an attack on 
his colleague, Representative Blan- 
ton. 

Rumors had been circulating 
about the house for days that the 
Texans were preparing to make 
the attack on their fellow-member. 
but it was held off until Mr. Sum- 
ner was physically able to direct 
it. When he stepped forward, with 
a faded newspaper clipping in his 
hand, nearly every member was on 
the floor. 

Read by the clerk of the house. 
the clipping revealed that Mr. Blan- 
ton, in a letter to Texan newspa- 
Pers had chargea members with a 
concerted plan to raid the treas- 
ury and obtain salary increases, 
which he alone had prevented here- 
tofore. The press was asked to help. 
and many papers to which appeal! 
was made responded with bitter as- 
saults upon those charged. with 
backing the alleged salary grab. 

The Lie Wirect. 


There was a tense moment in 
the chamber as the reading was con- 
cluded. and Mr. Sumner... stepping 
close to where Mr. Blanton (was 
seated, shook his fist in the latter’s 
face and dramatically shouted: 

“And when you sent that state- 
ment to Texas you knew it was as 
false as hell.” 

The house broke into a wild shout, 
half the membepshin rising, .Blan- 
ton jumping to his feet and trying

din, demandéd.the right to speak. 
He was hewled down, thé chair 
sustaining the point of order that 
he could not be heard at that time 
oh a \question of personal privilege.

The announcement was 
the eve of an important meeting af 
heads of great trunk lines, who will 
meet here Friday to devise some 
means of getting quick action on 
the request of the carriers for per- 
mission to cut wages and abrogate 
working rules. 

The diatement by Chairman Cuy- 
ler throws added impetus into the 
onslaught the carriers are making 
on union restrictions. It is also the 
first official promise the rallroads 
have made to cut railroad rates if 
allowed .to cut the wages of un- 


skilled labor and to be relieved of 
working rules established by the 
federal railroad administration dure 
ing the war. 

Reasonable Requests. 

“With the decline in prices of 
many commodities, certain indus- 
tries are asking the railroads to re- 
duce rates,” he said. “Such re- 
quests are a perfectly natura] con- 
sequence of existing business con- 
ditions, 

“The railroads would reduce 
rates if they eould possibly do so 
and continue to give the service the 


public required, and at the samé 
time provide tor future transporta* 


tion needs, 
“But rates cannot he reduced un- 
til the railroads are able effectively 


to reduce their costs of operation. 
This is the supreme problem ' now 


facing the railroad managers.” 

Chairman Cuyler also said 
350,000 railroad cars are now 
because of decline in traffic. 

At least 350,000 men have been 
laid off because of bad business, he 
said. 

A. B. & A. Decision Pending. 

This announcement, coming at a 
time when a decision is imminent in 
the biggest wage-cutting test case 
Row before the railroad labor board 
—the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic case—is taken as significant 
of the line of action to be pursued 
by the carriers in asking “relief’’ 
from present working conditions.

Employees’ Representa- 
tive “Solemnly Warns” 


of Alleged Wrongs Per-| 


petrated by Carriers. | 


Chicago, February 17.—Frank P. 
Walsh, speaking for the railroad 


employees before the rajlroad labor 
bo..rd today, issued “a solemn warn- 
ing to this country and to. this 
board,” in the climax of a speech in 
which he declared that if railway 
executives were not restrained “this 
board will be destroyed and we 
shall have endless turmoil and in- 
stability in the railroad industry.” 

“We are constrained to ask that 
this board require the carriers to 
comply with the letter and the spir- 
it of the provisions of the law un- 
der which we are endeavoring to 
function as public servants,” Mr. 
Walsh sald. “Failing in this it 
shall be our earnest effort to tin- 
form the public and congress as to 
th; real situation in this controver- 
sy to the particular end that con- 
gress should not enact into law the 
pending measures for the financial 
relief of the railroads. 

“At this moment the carriers of 
the country are attempting to dip 
their hands into the United States 
treasury and extract the enormous 
sum of $750,000,000 which is only 
their initial effort.

Three Recommendations 


First—The board to refer the na- 
tional agreements to a joint con- 
ference of representatives of the 
railroads and the brotherhoods, the 
board agreeing to pass immediately 
upon any differences which may 
arise from such negotiations, 

Second—That the board confer 
with the employers and employees 
on establishment of boards of ad- 
justment as contemplated by the 
transportation act. 

Third—that instead of filing a 
flood of individual complaints on 
wages of unskilled employees, the 
American. Association of Railway 
Executives, through W. W. Atter- 
bury, chairman of its committee on 
labor, confer with representatives 
of the employees affected. 

Collective Bargaining 

Mr. Jewell said that such a pro« 
gram of negotiation would estab- 
lish the principle of collective bar- 
gaining in the railroad industry, ex- 
pedite. the cases before the board 
and prevent the roads frem nulli- 
fying the board's efforts by filing 
an overwhelming mass of cases. He 
pointed out that the association of 
railway exequtives would meet here 
tomorrow and said the time was 
opportune for an initial conference. 

Mr. Jewell stressed his argument 
that the real issue before the 
board was whether the fundamen- 
tal principle of collective *‘bargain- 
ing was to stand or fall and as- 
serted that all deiay in adjusting 
pending questions could have been 
avoided if the employers had either 
met the union representatives in 
conference or joined with them to 
establishing boards of adjustment, 
He asserted that this procedure 
was part of the transportation act 
and accused the roads of violating 
that law by their alleged failure ta 
adopt the methods he advocated. 

“We are not fighting for perpet- 
uation of any unreasonable rules of 
working conditions,” he said. “We 
do not wish to cause the roads un- 
reasonable expense and never have 
supported any rules that do this.

J. F. Trazgzare, director of pub- 
lic relations of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, appeared be- 
fore the meeting in behalf of the 
gas ‘company and attempted to ex- 
plain the necessity for the improve- 
ments now contemplated by the 
company. He was frequently inter- 
rupted by patrens who questioned 
him at length on various phases of 
the gas situation. 

Raise Defended. 

Mr. ‘Trazzare said that the public 
was not aware of .the facts rela- 
ting to the reduction of the Mem- 
phis gas rate from $1.75 to $1.35 
by the Tennessee public utilities 
commission. In that city, he stated, 
certain electric and gas rates, the 
latter being $1.75, were made effec- 
tive by agreement on October 28 
1920, pending a joint valuation of 
the electric and gas. properties 
which was recently fixed, following 
which it developed that revenues 
derivable from the agreed rates 
were not required. 

The city then insisted that any 
reduction made should be made in 
the gas rates, he said. The commis- 
sion treated the properties as one 
investment, acceded to the city’s re- 


quest and reduced the gas rate to 
$1.35, effective March 1. This rate 
does not make the gas department 
self-sustaining, considering opera- 
ting expenses, reserve accumulation 
and return on the investment in 
that department, Mr. Trazzare stat- 


ed. 

He added that the city’s expert 
before the state commission testi- 
fied in writing that a rate of $1.94 
fer gas would be necessary to cover 
operating expenses, overhead charg- 
es and return on investment, if gas 
alone were considered in making 
the rate to apply on the gas in- 
vestment. Mr. Trazzare stated that 
his information as to the status of 
the new rate in Memphis had been 
received in a og agg from J. F.

Pittsburg, Kan., February 17.— 
Alexander Howat, president, and 
August Dorchy, vice president, re-

The arrest of Howat and Dorchy 
is the first under the criminal sec- 
tions of the industrial court law 
in the Kansas mine field. 

“If held. for trial on the criminal 
charge, Howat and Dorchy will face 
the Cherokee county district court 
at Columbus. Imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for not less than one 
year upon conviction is provided. 

Welcomes Test 

“I welcome the chance for a direct 
test,”” Howat said when arrested 
—_ Dorchy at the union headquar- 
ers. 

The Mackie strike began Februa- 
ry 3, from a controversy over the 
age of a miner. The complaint al, 
leges that Howat and Dorchy, using 
their power and influence as union 
officials, induced miners to _ quit 


work.

These two men, brothers, claim 
to have been “taken in” by swin- 
dlers in Atianta to the tune of sev- 
eral thousands of dollars; and, 
hearing that the solicitor general 
was engaged in a crusade to rid 
the city or crooks and gamblers, 
they came, they said, to assist 
him “in prosecuting the men in- 
volved.” 

The solicitor has succeeded in 
rounding up a score or more of the 
members of the alleged “syndi- 
cate.” and three or four of them 
have been tried, convicted and 
sentenced to prison; but the pros- 
ecutors have been greatly handi- 
capped by lack of direct, first- 
hand, legai evidence upon which to 
go before a trial jury. 

It is not at all pleasant for one 
who has been. victimized by a 
grafter of this sort to go before a 
jury and publicly tell about it; 
and usually the victim prefers to 
stand his losses “like a game 
sportsman” and keep silent. 

But however certain the prose- 
cutor may be as to the guilt of a 
defendant on trial it- is next to 
impossible tor him to convict with- 
out the testimony of the “main 
witness”’—who is the agrieved 
party in the commission of the 
crime. 

Since the solicitor started his 
present round-up he has recovered 
a large amount of money of which 
transient visitors to Atlanta dur- 
ing the last two or three years 
have been defrauded by this or- 
ganized group of swindlers; and 
every dollar of it will be restored 
to its owners if they will only 
come forward and establish their 
claim to it. 

So, by doing as these two men 
from Mississippi did, every victim 
of the former gambling ring has 
an opportunity, not only to recover 
his losses in total, or in large 
part, at any rate, but thereby to 
assist in an effective way in pro- 
moting justice. 


WHY SOME COUNTIES LAG, 
Speaking impersonally and “with- 
out intending to direct criticism 
at any particular county,” The 
Albany (Ga.) Herald expresses 
the opinion that too many Georgia 
counties “make the mistake of 
electing tightwads for county com- 
missioners” instead of selecting 
“their most progressive citizens 
for these important positions.” 
The Herald’s point is well 
taken; for, as our south Georgia 
contemporary goes on to say, the 
state “is just now entering upon 
the most progressive era in its 
history,” and “it is a time when 
public-spirited men should be 
placed in charge of our roads and 
revenues.” 

“We are led into saying this,” 
The Herald explains— 
“by observing, that some of the 
counties are having trouble with 
the county commissioners with ref- 
erence to county demonstration 
agents, tick eradication and some 
other things of vital importance. A 
Georgia county, especially one in 
the southern part of the state, that 
doesn't keep a county demonstration 
agent and also provide dipping vats 


for tick eradication isn’t keeping up 
with the procession.”

WINTER ITCH. 
This ig the time when a lot of 
well-washed folks, too well washed 
in many instances, find almost end- 
less pleasure in the boudoir pastime 
of scratching themselves. If they

Gives Method to Retard 
Blooming of Fruit Trees 


Editor Constitution: As the ques- 
tion of saving the fruit crop is 
now being discussed, I desire to 
give a little advice, partly from ex- 
perience and partly from observa- 
tion. 
feet from the body of the tree an 
pile it up high around the trunk, 
the higher the better, for a radius 
of 3 or 4 feet, so as to keep the 
tree and main roots cold. By’ so 
doing in time they can be kept 
back from blooming for a considera- 
ble time, after which, of ‘course, take 
the dirt away and place it as be- 
fore. It may be too late now for 
the peach trees, as it ought to be 
done before the buds are swollen, 
but it is in time for apple and some 
other kinds of trees, and grape- 
vines. Fruit trees can be so pruned 
that they will have fruit buds 
and blooms every year; otherwise, 
some will bloom every other year.

FOR MICA INDUSTRY 


Burleson Describes Georgia’s 
Great Store of 
Mineral. 


Georgia has enough mica deposits 
to supply the United States for cen- 
turies and, unless the mining of 
this mineral is protected by the 
new tariff bill, the one lone mica 


mine which remains in operation in 
the state will have to be speedily 
closed. These were the declara- 
tions of J. E. Burleson, who is in- 
terested in mica mining and who 
was in Atlanta Thursday to obtain 
aid for the proposed mica schedule 
now before the Ways and means 
committee of the lower house of 
congress, 

“A few years ago, when we had 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff,” said Mr. 
Burleson, “there were 2,000 Geor- 
gians receiving remunerative pay in 
our mica mines. There are not half 
that many employed now. Unless 
we get relief there will be none in 
a few months, 

“Georgia mica, which is abundant 
in the western and northwestern 
string of countries, has no superior 
in the world. It is extensively used 
by the great electric companies in 
insulation; is an important material 
in the manufacture of talking ma- 
chines, and the coarser grades are 
used in stoves and heaters. 

“Manufacturers of all of these 
finished products are protected by 
tariff, but we people who are get- 
ting the mica out of the mines are 
forced to come in direct competition 
With the coolie labor of Britisn 
India. The mica miners there ay 
their common labor 10 cents a ay. 
We pay our common labor $3 a day. 
The necessity for protection is ap- 
parent. 

“It is not a party or a political 
question. It is simply a question 
of saving an induatry of this state 
that was once a large One and one 
that now has infinite possibilities.”

Bugg Outlines Progress 
of Case Before Labor 
Board—Expects Verdict 
This Week. 


With an early decison in the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
wage dispute expected from the 
United States railroad labor board, 
now in session in Chicago, both 
sides of the controversy, involving 
an announced reduction of wages on 
that line, are resting on their oars, 
making no comments upon the pos- 
sibilities of the dispute in case 
either or both sides should be dis- 
pleased with the finding of the 
wage board. 

Colonel B. L. Bugg, who arrived 
from Chicago Wednesday night and 
who would not make a statement for 

Hcation upon his arrival with 
other officials of the company in 
Atlanta, Thursday gave out a signed 
statement in whch he reviews the 
hearing of the case. 

Stating that in the hearing of 
the case there arose no réal issue 
between the parties at dispute as to 
the facts presented by the railroad 


e 


q officials and supported by many ex- 
-hibits, Colonel Bugg declared that 


the hearing of the case developed 
into a contest for position upon 
purely technical grounds involving 
the jurisdiction of the railroad la- 
bor board and the admissibility of 


* certain evidence. 


Contention of Men. 

“It was contended by the broth- 
¢rhoods,” declared Colonel Bugg, 
“that the labor board is without 
jurisdiction to consider the finan- 
cial ability of railroads to pay 
wages as, in its opinion, are just and 
reasonable, taking into considera- 
tion only the interest of the em- 
ployees. Their position also was 
taken that the law imposes upon the 
interstate commerce commission the 
duty of fixing rates high enough to 


produce an income on the roads suf- 
ficlent to pay the wages prescribed 
by the board, and, in the case of fail- 
ure of the roads to earn a suffi- 
client amount, the remedy lay in an 
application to the interstate com- 
merce commission for increased 
rates rather than with the labor 
board for a reduction of wages. The 
logical conclusion of this reason- 
ing in that the board is without 
authority to reduce wages and that 
its “only function is to increase 


' awages. 
a The railroads took the opposite 


stand, contending that the labor 
board should take into-consideration 
not only the ability of the railroads 
to pay wages fixed by the board, 
but the public jinterest involved, 
and that the obligation restea with 


the board not to fix such a high

Raft on Rio Grande 
Carried Aviator On 
When Plane Failed 


Lieutenant Pearson Tells 
Story of Days Wandering 
Around Mexic Barrens. 


El Paso, Texas, February IT™-The 
Story of Lieutenant Pearson's forced 


landing and experiences in getting 
back to civilization was told to the 
Associated Press by him this after- 
noon upon his arrval at Fort Bliss. 

Lieutenant Pearson flew to Fort 
Bliss from Sanderson, Texas, with 
Lieutenant E. D. Jones, one of the 
fliers who had gone to Sanderson 
to sien for him. In telling of his 


experience since he left El Paso last 
Kai day in an army airplane, he 
aid: 


“On account of engine ‘trouble, I 


did not follow the air line to San 
Antonio, but kept as close to the 
fields as possible. 1 was flying at 
about 8,000 feet. directly over the 
river when ‘my*“engine died. I Spi- 
raled into thé river, but because of 
the dead engine, was forced, instead, 
to take what Was about the worst 
Spot in the entire country. 

Landed in Canyon. 

| landed in a deep canyon, and 
don't know yet how I was able to 
do it without wrecking the plane. 
The wings were not disabled and 
the plane could be flown out, I be- 
lieve, if it were possible to get a 
new engine to it. 

“Believing I was on the Ameri- 
can side, somewhere north of the 
river, I started to walk south, 
thinking to reach the Rio Grande. 
But as at that spot the river runs 
north and south, I paralleled it for 
two days and must have walked 
about thirty miles. 


Floats Down River. 


“At the end of the second day, I 
came to the river and saw that I 
had been getting away from the 
place I wanted to go,.so I rigged 
up a raft and started back the way 
I had come. It took me one day on 
the raft to cover the distance I 
had come on foot in two.

TOWDEN REFUSAL 
TANGLES CABINET 


Likelihood of Southern 
Republican Now Being 
Named as Navy Secre- 
tary by Harding. 


St. Augustine, Fla., February 17, 
President-elect Harding’s cabinet 
problem developed another § diffi- 
culty today when Frank O. Lowden, 


former governor of Illinois and a 
leading candidate for president at 
last year’s republican convention, 
sent word that he could not permit 
himself to be considered longer for 
secretary of the navy. 

The former governors definite 
declination left a blank in the cab- 
inet slate which may not be readily 
filled. Although he had indicated 
before that he did not desire the 
appointment, Mr. Harding and his 
advisers had stood pat and counted 
On a change of mind to make the 
selection. As a result they now 
must begin sorting over a consid- 
erable list of other men mentioned 
for the navy portfolio. Wherein 
choice may fall is regarded as the 
most uncertain question left in the 
whole cabinet situation, 

In asking that his name be erased 
from the tentative cabinet list Mr. 
Lowden wired the president-elect 
that his personal affairs made it 
impossible for him to enter’ the 
public service at the present time. 
Thus he removed himself also from 
the field of possibilities for diplo- 
matic apointments, with which his 
name had been linked many times 
in speculation close to the president- 
elect. 

Whatever inside story may have 
been behind Mr. Lowden’s - action 
there was no outward evidence at 
Mr. Harding’s headquarters that se- 
rious friction had developed regard- 
ing it. The president-elect himself 
expressed extreme regret at the de- 
velopment, saying he held the 
former governor in high regard 
and had hoped ever since election 
to bring him into the service of the 
government. 

It is known that some of the 
warmest Lowden supporters at the 
have brought 
influence to bear for Mr. Lowden’s 
selection to the secretaryship of 
the treasury, a post now understood 
to be virtually awarded to Andrew 
W. Mellon, of Pennsylvania. Others 
sought his appointment as ambas- 
sador to Great Britain or France. 

It is considered likely that in 
casting about for an\available man 
for the navy portfolio Mr. Harding 
will give particular attention to the 
qualifications of the southern re- 
publicans now Ddeing put forward 
for cabinet honors. It is under- 
stood this possibility was discussed 
by him today with A. T. Hert, na- 
tfonal committeeman for Kentucky. 
who himself has been recommend- 
ed as availeele cabinet material.
